We wish to especially call the attention of 
the people of this community to the debates and spelling 
contests which have given our children a chance to learn 
to “think on their feet.” 

Great progress has been made in fundamental subjects. 
The extra work given to the teaching of the “Three R’s”’ 
has produced most gratifying results. The Board hopes 
that this will continue to be the case.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Langdon: 


I herewith submit my second report as superintendent 
of your schools. 

For the first time, in recent years, Langdon has three 
Normal School graduates as teachers in its schools. The 
people have a right to expect the fine record of former years 
to be excelled, to some extent. In this I believe they will 
not be disappointed. The town has been unusually for- 
tunate in retaining the services of the two teachers in the 
village schools. Frequent changes of instructors retards 
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the work of any school. Miss Helen Hall, at the Hill 
school, is proving a worthy teacher and has the confidence 
of the community in which she works. Her methods are 
those advanced by the leading educators of the day. Tests 
given this year prove the thoroughness of her instruction. 

In accordance with the vote at the school meeting last 
year, the ventilating system of the village school was 
studied by authorities of the subject and their suggestions 
have been carried out. It was found necessary to install 
larger ventilators and larger inlets in order that a sufficient 
supply of fresh air might be insured in the recitation rooms. 
A more efficient arrangement of the pipes about the furnace 
was also made. Air deflectors are placed in several of the 
windows in order that the fresh air might be taken in 
directly without causing a draft. Fresh paint in both rooms 
and halls is a health measure as well as means of increasing 
the attractiveness of the school. 

Special attention has been given to Reading this year, 
as last. Asa result, there is evidenced an improvement re- 
gistering well above ten per cent. This is a remarkable 
achievement for one year. The teachers are to be given 
the credit. Standard tests in Arithmetic prove the schools, 
in fact, above the average. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the great improve- 
ment shown in the matter of tardiness. Comparison with 
the report of last year will show that there were 74 fewer 
tardinesses the past year than the year before. I believe 
the present mark of 196 may be lowered the current year. 

Information unused is quickly forgotten. The ability 
to secure facts, set these facts in logical order and so present 
them as to convince others of their worth is one of the 
stepping stones to success in life. It is with these thoughts 
in mind that Langdon has entered upon a series of debates 
among its own schools and with neighboring towns. It is 
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the first town in this section of the state to do this valuable 
work. This kind of activity means hard work on the part 
of the teachers and pupils and sacrifice of time and effort 
upon the part of those directing it. That your school board 
has gladly initiated this thing and is carrying it through 
by its own efforts indicates its deep interest in the welfare of 
the schools and its children. The appreciation of the 
townspeople is evidenced by the large numbers attending 
the debates. 

This year we have started the purchase of map equip- 
ment. As this is to be spread out over several years no 
extra money will be needed for it. 

Last year, for the first time in the history of New 
Hampshire, every school in the state was open 36 weeks. 
When we consider the difficulty of keeping open the Hill 
school because of travel conditions, I am sure Langdon 
has special reason to feel proud of her part in this record. 
There is now throughout the country a drive to lessen the 
number of days lost during the school year. It is for this 
reason that we find many school calendars adopting a 
straight 180 day program. I believe this should be done in 
all towns. Each day lost is the cause of depriving the 
children of just that much of their rightful heritage. 

I wish to express my thanks for the help of the school 
board. My contacts with the townspeople of Langdon 
have been uniformly pleasant. Such cooperation cannot 
but lead to good results.
